London, .June 26. — Enquiries made by 
the cable news shows that Billy Porter, 
thu American burglar recently arrested 
hero with his partner Buck for burglary 
comndtted in Zurich, Switzerland, has 
been shadowed since his arrival in Eng- 
land in 1887. A jewelry burglary, wiiich 
he committed in Munich, is the most dar- 
ing robbery in German police annals. He 
forced a side door and made his - way 
through two ceilings. He descended into 
the shop by means of a rope ladder. He 
left the ladder behind him and the linen 
was identical with tlie linen which was 
found at Buck's house in which the jew- 
elry was wrapped. A letter was found 
with the jewelry addressed to Buck, tell- 
ing him that the "porter" had left him 
something to go on with. Buck 
tried to conceal in the waist band 
of his trousers, a large packet of 
loose diamonds. Both men dreiaed styl- 
ishly and frequented tho American resorts 
in London, and were friendly with a 
famous band of bank burglars and a man 
named Johnson who had owned a steam 
yacht and formerly lived in chambers in 
Picsdilly. .Johnson lately owned a mansion 
at Clapham. Recently the three caroused 
at Porter's house in Chelsea Where tliey 
got into a fight. Johnson was knocked 
down and trampled upon and the three 
were arrested, but they declined to make 
charges against eacli other. At another 
carousal later they were arrested snd fined 
for drunkenness. Buck recently married 
a respectable English girl, and Porter 
giving his Chelsea house into Buck's 
charge, bought a line house in Waltham 
Green. ' He also had bores' and carriages. 
Superintendent Shaw, who arrested them, 
recovered about four thousand pounds of 
valuables rem-iining frcnn the Munich 
plunder, consisting of 800 uiiaut atones, 
bracelets, rings, etc., and £900 in English 
and French bank notes. Each house 
contained loaded revolvers, disguises, 
superb burglaiy tools, numerous suits of 
clothing, and hats suitable for every 
country in Europe.

He 
concluded by ([uoting the words of 
Frederick the Great that the "King is 
the first Borvantof tho people." Theopen- 
ing of the Ijiindtag was accompanied 
by an impoaiiig ceremonial similar to that 
observed wlioh the Roichatag mot. The 
White Ha^ qf tho old castle was again 
the scene of the ceremonies. 'The king 
entered the hall followed by the royal 
princes. The queen and prineosscs occu- 
pied a dais to the right of the throne. 
The members of the liouaea of the landtag 
were stationed opposite ^ho thiiino. The 
members of tho upper house being on the 
right iiiid those of tho lower housu on tho 
luft side. As soon as the king arrived the 
president of the upper house proposed 
three cheers for hini, and they were given 
with enthusiasm. The king md not re- 
move hia helmet while reading his speech. 
The chief (Miisaiies of tho address wore 
loudly applauded. When he had finished 
the king extended his hand to Bismarck, 
who, bowing htw, kissed it.

Several dykes have i.dvou way and the 
whole country arf)und is tloodeil. At 
Leon on the night of thu 18th the people, 
believing thonisolves safe from the Hood, 
went to bed in those parts of tho town 
where Hie water had not found its way, 
Thu Hood iiicruased during the night; 
the houses tumbled in itipidly, and as 
the buildings fell, the unfortunate aleeii- 
ers were either crushed to duath or 
drowned. Tho rain continued im cHsanl- 
ly till Wediieaday, the 20tli inst., and it 
is estimated that fully seven hundred per- 
sons jiurishod. One hundri'd anil eleven 
bodies have been recovered without mov- 
ing any ruins of houses. There are sup- 
posed to be hundreds of bodies buried. 
The total number of houses destroyed is 
estimated at 2,000, and the loss 82,000.- 
000. .

The decrease of population in Ireland 
ia more eloquent of the evil* of the pres- 
' ent methoda of dealing with Irish discon- 
tent than any number of speeches or 
p»mphleta. That the Irish are a prolific 
isoe was shown bj the increase of popu- 
lation between 1801 and 1841, from 
5,396,466 to 8,176,126. During the last 
forty-seven years, not only has the natu- 
ral increase been arrested, er neutralized 
by emigration, but the actual population 
ot Ireland has fallen to 4,750,000, being 
646,466 less than the enumeration of 
1801. It is curious and instructive to 
note that in 1801 there were as many 
people ia Ireland as in the whole United 
States, while in llie present year the State 
.of New Vurk uuiiUiiia lit luiiBt 1,000,000 
more people tliau does all Ireland. If tlio 
growth of the United States be without 
exatiiple In histery, the depopiilation of 
Ireland ia equally io, and tliere is as little 
evidence of thei arrest of the one process 
as of the other. Reckoned by the square 
mile, the density of population in Ireland 
is K'.iS than two-fifths of that of England, 
and though there are ocononiic us well as 
political reasons for this, it is tho strong- 
est indictnioiit ugninst tho present logia- 
liitiim that a people strongly attached 
to tlieir native soil should be leaving it at 
the I ate of 80,000 a year. , ,

The balance due to 
the department must at tho same time be 
remitted on "revenue" account to the 
bimk where the postmaster has heretofore 
deposited revenue funds. This will be 
the last revenue account which the post-' 
master will render, as postal revenue will 
for the future be accounted . £91: with 
money order funds. Consequent on the 
croiition of thu non-accounting oQices 
there will be a general redistribution of 
the ttviS at Ottawa. The positions of as- 
sistant Buperintendeuts of t)ie savings 
hanks, money order and accountant's 
branches will be abolislied, as also the 
(Cashier's position, a criusiderable saving 
being eflected thereby.

RAILWAY STATISTICS. 

We have to acknowledge the receipt of 
the recent report ot Mr. Collingwood 
Sohieiber, Chief Engineer and General 
Manager of Government Railways. lb 
lias just been issued by the Department 
of Railways and Canals, bearing date 12th 
March, 1888. To many persons the re- 
port might appear dry and uninteresting 
reading; but as it furnishes an array of 
facts and figures illustrative of railway de- 
velopment, which development reflects in 
a measure the progress of the country, it 
cannot be examined without interesting 
those who feel interested in the substan- 
tial advancement of the Dominion. The 
following are a few railway facts, culled 
from the report: Miles of railway com- 
pleted, 12,332; miles of railway in opera- 
tion, 11,691; working expenses of tho 
year, 938,841,609; net earnings of tho 
year, $27,624,683; number of passencfers

Bu^iuos* mon and 
othei's who negleet this mutter, and leave 
their address to bo guessed at by the let- 
ler carriers and the post oliice clerks, can- 
not expect to participate in the benefit* 
of the free delivery, for it is not to be ex-

|)crsiui lives, if the address is not written 
or printed on the envelope in a legible 
manner, and all letters and papers, unless 
H(i directed, will necessarily remain in the 
po.st. oHicc, as at present, "until called 
for," and will be sent to tho dead letter 
oidco.
